'«The substitution of good for 
bad ro4di wottld direedy reduce 

the cost f)f living l)y reducing the 
hadlage cost oa food prodncts. It 
has been pt^v^ by actual figures 
that, in •iwjf' case where the 
roads b^e beell impro^d, the 
rairal jiepulatidn has increased.
